EDITORIAL 


Madison-Venice School Cooperation Suggests 
Another Step—Merger Of The Two Districts 

Past cooperation between Madison and Ven¬ 
ice schools has been commendable; an even closer 
relationship now seems probable through a joint 
program for handicapped students. This develop¬ 
ment brings to mind a belief the Press-Record has 
had for 35 years-that merger could lead to dis¬ 

tinct advantages for both the citizens and school 
children. 

The two school systems have shared the same 
township trustees and treasurer, and the school 
bands regularly take part in joint holiday parades 
and services. With a combined population of well 
over 12,000, the cities of Madison and Venice al¬ 
ready are joined in a single township, and the 
cities have taken joint action on street and drain¬ 
age improvements. The pattern for combined ac¬ 
tion is well established. 

Consolidation would correct a serious imbal¬ 
ance in resources. With $34 million assessed valua¬ 
tion and 2850 pupils, Madison schools have a tax 
base of less than $12,000 a child; the Venice dis¬ 
trict has $38 million in taxable property for.880 
youngsters, an average of $44,000. Together, they 
would have a base of nearly $20,000 each for all 
3730 students. 

If merger would serve to be in the best in¬ 
terest of all, especially the children, it merits seri¬ 
ous consideration by the officials and residents of 
the two school districts. Benefits would be certain 
to include sounder finances; other gains might be 
more economical operation and an opportunity to 
broaden the present curriculum.

Cities Should Seek Supreme Court Tax 
Rate Ruling, Be Ready For Referendum 

Though a favorable tax rate opinion is ex¬ 
pected from State's Attorney Mudge. two steps 
need to be carried, out promptly by cities whose ex¬ 
isting rates are in question. An early opinion,should 
be sought from the Illinois Supreme Court when it 
reconvenes Jan. 8, and preliminary plans should be 
made for a referendum prior to next spring's tax 
collection. 

The county ruling will enable rates to.be ex¬ 
tended at the same level in 1962 as in 1961, but 
the rate issue -cannot really be settled without a 
decision by the high court or by a referendum. 
Since work on tax books will begin in the late win¬ 
ter, immediate thought should be given toward ob¬ 
taining supreme court action by then. V 

If the court rules against present rates, cities 
will need to have everything in readiness for an 
election before the new rates are extended. Then 
voters could choose between reducing municipal 
services by varying degrees up to 49%, as in the 
case of Granite City; compelling cities to go into 
debt; or authorizing present rates to continue. 

It is. of- course, totally unrealistic for any city 
to attempt to operate on only half of its normal 
income. Nevertheless, with the outlook so uncer¬ 
tain, it behooves all city officials to exercise strict 
economy measures.
